GIBSON CITY, Nev., Aug. 14,1900. 


Moderately warm days and noutnaily 
cool nights, wiih light frosts on tb« 
mornings of tbe 7tr>, 8 h 9ib, 10th and 
lltb, were tbe prevailing features oi 
the weather over the State during thr 
past teven days. There was no rain 
reported during tbe week, tbe weatbei 
being generally claar with a high per- 
centage of sunsbine., Drought condi- 
tions prevail over tbe entire State, 
being particularly severe in eastern 
and southern sections wbere tLe ranges 
and late crops are badly in need ol 
rain. Haying is praotloally completed 
over the greater part of tbe State with 
satisfactory remits.

in nearly all districts with good yield* 
generally reported.
